The sheriff shall file the notice, affi- 
davit and undertaking given by the plaintiff, with 
proof of service thereof, with the clerk of the 
court in which the action is pending, within 
twenty days after taking the property mentioned 
therein. The undertaking mentioned in section 
2722 shall, after the justification of the sureties, 
or a waiver thereof, be delivered by the defendant 
to the plaintiff, or filed with the clerk of the court 
in which the action is pending for the benefit of 
the plaintiff.
